AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 120 “ZONE DISTRICTS AND USE
REGULATIONS”, SUBSECTION 121.3 “ZONING MAP” OF THE CODE OF THE
TOWNSHIP OF LONG HILL, COUNTY OF MORRIS, STATE OF NEW JERSEY
TO REZONE BLOCK 11601 LOT 23 FROM R-4 ZONE TO B-D ZONE

WHEREAS, the Township Committee is desirous of amending the Land Use Ordinance to
rezone Block 11601 Lot 23 from R-4 Residence Zone to B-D Downtown Valley Commercial
District.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Township Committee of the Township of
Long Hill, in the County of Morris, and State of New Jersey, as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 120 “Zone Districts and Use Regulations”, Subsection 121.3
“Zoning Map”, is hereby amended to reference and adopt the latest zoning map entitled,
"Township of Long Hill Morris County New Jersey Zoning Map” dated November, 2018, which
map is attached hereto, and which rezones Block 11601 Lot 23 from R-4 Residence District to
B-D Downtown Valley Commercial District.

SECTION 2. The Township Clerk is hereby directed to give notice at least ten (10) days
prior to hearing on the adoption of this Ordinance to the County Planning Board and to all other
persons entitled thereto pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-15 and N.J.S.A. 40:55D-63 (if required).
Upon the adoption of this Ordinance after public hearing thereon, the Township Clerk is further
directed to publish notice of the passage thereof and to file a copy of the Ordinance as finally
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adopted with the Morris County Planning Board as required by N.J.S.A. 40:55D-16. The Clerk
shall also forthwith transmit a copy of this Ordinance after final passage to the Township Tax
Assessor as required by N.J.S.A. 40:49-2.1.

SECTION 3. All ordinances of the Township of Long Hill, which are inconsistent with the
provisions of this Ordinance, are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

SECTION 4. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this Ordinance is
for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall not affect the remaining
portions of this Ordinance.

SECTION 5. This Ordinance may be renumbered for codification purposes.

SECTION 6. This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final passage, approval,
and publication as required by law.

AN ORDINANCE REVISING CONSTRUCTION PERMIT FEES
AND AMENDING CHAPTER XXIX OF THE TOWNSHIP CODE ENTITLED
“UNIFORM CONSTRUCTION CODE AND CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS’
WHEREAS, N.J.A.C. 5:23-4.17 provides that:

“The municipality shall set enforcing agency fees by ordinance for the following activities: plan
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review, construction permit, certificate of occupancy, certificates of continued occupancy [and]
demolition permit . . .

(b) On or before February 10 of each year, in amunicipality that budgets according to the
calendar year . . . , the construction officia shall, with the advice of the subcode officialsand in
consultation with the municipal finance officer, prepare and submit to the governing body a
report detailing the recel pts and expenditures of the enforcing agency and indicating [her]
recommendations for afee schedule, based on the operating expense of the agency.

1. The report shall be structured in accordance with (c) below and with such
guidelines as shall be issued from time-to-time by the Commissioner so as to accurately portray
true enforcing agency expensesin general and for structures of different use groups. This report
shall serve asthe basis for the ordinance to be enacted by the municipality, asit may deem
appropriate, establishing the fee schedule.

2. A copy of the construction official’s report recommending a fee schedule and
setting forth enforcing agency revenues and expenses shall be filed with the Department when
prepared and a copy of the ordinance, together with the fee schedule, shall be filed with the
Department when enacted or amended.

3. The appropriation and expenditure of construction code fee revenues generated
from the fee schedul e established pursuant to (b)1 above shall be audited annually by an
independent auditor acceptable to the Department and a copy of the auditor’ s report shall be
provided to the Department when it is issued to the municipality . . .

(c) Costs: The fee schedule shall be calculated to reasonably cover the municipal costs of
enforcing the regulations.. . . ”;

entitled “Uniform Construction Code and Construction Requirements’ is hereby amended as

follows:

12. Feesfor moving astructure from onelot to another or to anew
location on the same lot shall be five ($5.00) dollars per one
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars of the sum of the estimated cost of
moving.

15. The minimum building subcode fee shall be sixty-five ($65.00)
